G.S.R. 283. — in exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to the Class 111 and Class IV posts in the Office 
of the Director of Census Operations and ex-officio Superin- 
tendent of Census Operations, Kerala namely 

2. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Office of the Director of Census Operations 
and ex-officio Superintendent of Census Operations, Kerala 
(Class III and Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1973, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

, 2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts spe- 
cified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of the said posts, their classification and the sculcs 
of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications 
etc. — The methods of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said posts, shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or 

contracted, a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
lhat such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so domg, exempt any per- 
son from the operation of this rule. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and olher concessions required to be provided for the mem- 
bers of the Scheduled Castes, the Schedule Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with (he orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
Ibis regard. 

7 . Power to relax. — Where Ihc Central Government Is of 
opinion lhat it is necessary or expedient so to do, il may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of Ihc 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons or posts.

G.S.R. 285, — In exercise of the powers conferred by the pro- 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the 
various Class III and Class IV posts in the Intelligence 
Bureau, Ministry of Home Affairs, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement : - 

(1) These rules may be called the Intelligence Bureau (Class 
HI and Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1972. (2) They shall 
come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay : — 

The number of the said posts, their classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc 

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other nutters relating to the said posts shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications : — 

No person, — 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living has entered into or contracted 
a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment to any of the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage arid there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any porson from the 
operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax : — 

Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with res- 
pect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : — 

Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other 
concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.

U.S.R. 294 -In exercise of tho powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 339 of the Constitution, the

1. Short title and commencement : — (1) These rules may 
be called the Directorate of Adult Education Class III and 
Class IV posts Rccruitmont Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application These rules shall apply to the posts speci- 
fied in column l of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of the posts, their classification and scales of 
pay ; — The number of the said posts, their classification and 
the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. : — 

The mehod of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified In columns 
5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 


Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct rec- 
ruits may be relaxed in the case of tho Scheduled Castes, Sche- 
duled Tubes and other special categories of persons in accor- 
dance with the general orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

5. Disqualification : — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a 

person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible undei the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax Where I he Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time in this regard.

G.S.K. 297— The following draft of certain rules further 
to amend the Mines Rules, 1955, which the Central Government 
proposes to make, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 
58 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), is published as required 
by sub-section (I) of section 59 of the said Act, for the informa- 
tion of all persons likely to be alfccted thereby; and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
on or after the expiry of 3 months from the date of publication 
of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before (he expiry of the 
period so specified, will be considered by the Central Govern- 
ment. 


DRAFT RULES 

I . These rules may be called the Mines (Amendment) Rules, 
1973. 

2. After Chapter IV of the Mines Rules, 1955, (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Rules), the following Chapter shall bo 
inserted, namely ; — ■ 


“CHAPTER IVA 

MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF PERSONS EMPLOYED OR 
TO BE EMPLOYED IN MINES” 

29A. Applicability of this Chapter. — Nothing in this Chapter 
shall apply to any person to whom section 40 of the Mines Act, 
1952 or regulation 27 or regulation 28_of the Coal Mines Regu- 
lations, 1957 or sub- regulation (1 ) of regulation 30 or regula- 
tion 31 of the Metalliferous Mines Regulations, 1961, apply. 


29B. Initial and periodical medical examinations.— After 
such date or dates as the Central Government may notify 
in the Official Gazette in this behalf, the owner agent or ma- 
nager of every mine shall make arrangements — 

(a) (i) for the initial medical examination of every person 

employed in the mine, within a period of five years 
of the date so notified and the said examination shall 
bo so arranged over a period of five years that one- 
fifth of the persons employed at the mine under- 
go the examination every year; 

Provided that in the ease of a mine where 
system of carrying out of such medical examination 
(of a comparable standard as determined by the 
Chief Inspector) was already in existence before the 
date aforesaid, a person who has undergone a 
medical examination under such n system on a date 
not oarlier than five years before the date aforesaid 
shall bo deemed to have undergone an initial 
medical examination under (his clause and the last 
date of his medical examination under the said 
system shall be taken to be the date ofhis initial 
medical examination under theso rules; 

(ii) for tlie initial medical examination of every person 
seeking employment in a mine, unless such person 
has already undergone within the preceding live 
years a medical examination under these rules 
while In employment at another mine; and 

(b) for the periodical medical examination thereafter of 
every person employed in the mine at intervals of not 
more than five years. 

29C. Examining authorities.— The medical examination 
aforesaid shall be carried out by the Medical Officer appointed 
for the mine, if any, or by any medical officer employed in (he 
Coal Mines Welfare Organisation oi any other mines Welfare 
Organisation, failing which by any Civil Surgeon. 


29D. Notice of medical examination. — (I ) In respect of every 
medical examination under rule 29B, the manager of the mine 
concerned, shall give at least twenty days prior notice in writing 
to the person to be examined, in Form M, provided that in case 
of the initial medical examination of a person seeking employ- 
ment at a mine, the period of notice may be shorter, 

(2) A copy of every such notice issued shall be sent by the 
manager to the examining authority and in the case of periodica) 
medical examination of a person, the copies of the previous 
medical certificates issued in Form O under rule 29F, pertain- 
ing to the person concerned shall also be sent to the examining 
authority by the manager, 

(3) The examining authority shall inform the manager 
whether the person concerned has submitted himself for medical 
Examination or note. 

(4) A person, who for any reasonable cause, fails to submit 
himself for a medical examination in accordance with the notice 
issued to him under sub-rule (1) shall be given a second notice 
of a minimum period of ten days in Form N, by the manager 
and a copy of every such notice shall be sent by the manager 
lo the examining authority. 

(5) The examining authority shall inform the manager whe- 
ther the person concerned has submitted himself for medical 
examination or not. 

29E, Failure to undergo medical examination. — A person 
who has, without reasonable cause, failed to submit himself 
for medical examination in accordance with a notice issued to 
him under sub-rule (1) of rule 29D or a person who fails to submit 
himself for medical examination in accordance with a notice 
issued to him under sub-rule (2) of that rule, shall cease to 
be in employment at the mine, after the expiry of thirty days 
from the date notified for his medical examination ; 

Provided that the person may within the said period make 
such representation as he may like to make against the termina- 
tion of his employment and shall cease to be in employment 
only in accordance with the orders passed by the management 
of the mine on his representation ; 

Provided further that in case there is any dispute in the 
matter, tho same shall be referred to the Chief Inspector for his 
decision,

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(2) If tin qualified medical practitioner who conducts medi- 
cal exuiniirnion of persons employed or to he employed in any 
mini, is relieved of his duties regarding medical examination, the 
medical practitioner shall transfer all records on medical exami- 
nation in his possession to the manager of the mine concerned. 

291 L. Identity of candidates.— (1) Every candidate for medi- 
cal examination under clause (a) of rule 29B shall at the time of 
examination hand-over three unmounted photographs (passport 
size) of himself to the examining authority. The examining 
authority, after satisfying itself that each photograph is a like- 
ness of the candidate, shall endorse each of them with the name 
and father’s name or husband’s name of the candidate.

(b) A person who, for any reasonable cause, fails to submit 
himself for a medical re-examination in accordance with the 
provisions of the notice given to him under clause (a), shall be 
given another notice in Form R in similar manner. 

(c) A person who has, without reasonable cause, failed to 
submit himself for a medical re-exaiulnation in accordance with 
a notice given to him under clause (a), and a person who fails 
to submit himself for a medical re-examination in accordance 
with a notice given to him under clause (b), shall not be emplo- 
yed, or continue to be employed, in the mine until he has been 
medically re-examined in accordance with the provisions of rule 
29(L) and declared medically fit. 

(3) Tn respect of every medical re-examination by the Appe- 
llate Medical Board, the appellant shall pay such fees and in 
such manner as may be determined by the Appellate Medical 
Board. Tn case the Appellate Medical Board finds him fit for 
employment in mines, the fees shall be rc-imbursed in full to 
the appellant by the owner of the mine where he is employed. 


(2) The Civil Surgeon shall uci ns the convenor of the 
Medical Board, f'he appointment under clause (ii) (b) shall 
be made by the Civil Surgeon and that under clause (iii) by the 
Coal Mines Welfare Commissioner :

G.S.R. 298 .— In exercise of the powes conferred by section 
6A read with sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Employees 
Provident Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 (19 of 
1952), the Central Government hereby makes (he following
